(which stands for “that is to say") 
had not been used, it would be 
quite straight-forward. The Oxford 
dictionary ‘gives several meanings to 
the word “handle,” among which 
ardi—Touch,”” “feel, with the 
hands” “manage,” ete, 


Of course, we all know what the 
Football Association Counell: intends 
to say in this Jaw, ‘but that {fs all 
very well; it's the actual meaning 
conveyed by the words of the Jaw 
which counts. * It wasn't long ago 
that an English High Court judge, 
in roferring to a disputed point of 
law, said that ‘it was quite clear 
what parliament meant when they 
framed the Jaw which he was 
dealing with. The’ trouble was that 
tHe words they had used did not 
convey the exact ‘meaning they ob- 
viously intended, = The judge said 
he was sorry for the losingt party in 
the case, but he was-there only to 
interpret the Inmw as it is written. 


OLD DEFINITION 


In June 1938 the laws of associa- 
tion’ football were revised and re- 
written.
